Protests in European capitals for 
third day 



UNITED KINGDOM, London ; A man brushes his teeth as 
he camps near St Paul's Cathedral in London as protest¬ 
ers awoke in London's financial district yesterday for a 
third day of demonstrations against corporate greed and 


state spending cutbacks. 

LONDON (AFP) - Protesters 
inspired by the "Occupy Wall 
Street" movement camped out 
in European cities for a third 
day yesterday in a campaign 
that has got the EU and Russia 
both unexpectedly on the same 
page. 

From London and Frankfurt 
to Madrid and Amsterdam, 
hundreds of demonstrators 
pitched tents following a 
global day of action on Satur¬ 
day and vowed to maintain 
their drive against corporate

greed and state cutbacks. 

The protests in 80 countries 
at the weekend, some of which 
turned violent, were part of a 
global campaign emulating the 
"Occupy Wall Street" move¬ 
ment in New York and Spain's 
"Indignants" campaign. 

More than 200 protesters 
occupied a square outside St 
Paul's Cathedral in the heart of 
London's financial district yes¬ 
terday after police told them to 
leave but Church officials said 
they could stay.

"We are going to stay here 
as long as it takes to get the 
message through saying: we 
know what they are doing and 
we don't want it. We want a 
change," unemployed protester 
Sophia Samra, 23, told AFP. 

With bankers and business 
people walking around the rag¬ 
tag group and their tents as the 
working week began, the scene 
was far calmer than on Satur¬ 
day when about 1,000 people 
scuffled with police. 

In Frankfurt, around 200 
people set up a makeshift vil¬ 
lage of some 50 tents outside 
the European Central Bank, 
where some 6,000 people had 
gathered on Saturday. 

In Madrid, about 40 ''Indig¬ 
nants", including an elderly 
woman and a young mother 
with a baby, were still occupy¬ 
ing the derelict Hotel Madrid. 
A giant white sheet saying 
"United for Global Change" 
hung above the main entrance. 

In the Netherlands, about 
40 tents were pitched outside 
the Amsterdam stock exchange 
early yesterday. Outside the 
building, protesters unfurled a 
red carpet on which they 
burned fake bank notes.

Last Friday evening was a 
special moment at the Plaza 
Turismo at the Linear Park. 
Ministers Otmar Oduber and 
Mike de Meza had the honor 
of switching on for the first 
time the Linear Park lights. 
Several invitees and the press 
was on hand to witness the 
moment. 

Oduber indicated how 
pleased he was to have 
reached thus far with this 
project. He had praise for 
DTI and Elmar for their ex¬ 
cellent cooperation and work. 
He remarked how difficult it 
was to proceed with this proj¬ 
ect due to the obstacles they 
faced especially with the in¬ 
frastructure of water and 
electricity and the sewage 
system. These uderground 


systems dated back some 50 
to 60 years. All of these sys¬ 
tems had to be replaced be¬ 


fore they could have 
continued with the Linear 
Park infrastructure. 


Finally the project is thus 
far with its plaza and parking 
area completed, which is the 
biggest part of the job. About 
80% of the first phase of the 
constrction is almost com¬ 
pleted. The remaining 20% is 
expected to be completed 
within three months. 

According to the Minister, 
the second phase planning is 
also completed. The second 
phase of the Linear Park proj¬ 
ect will run from the airport 
to the Plaza Las Americas’ 
round about. 

In conjunction with the 
FDA funds which includes 
the improvement of 4 of our 


beaches, they have included 
the Surfside beach in the pro¬ 
ject. They intend to improve 
the beach area completely. 

This beach area will be 
used much more by the pub¬ 
lic. They will also prepare a 
ramp for those using pleasure 
boats and commercial boats, 
in view of the fact that it will 
no longer be possible to 
lower boats into the water in 
the area in front of the Gov¬ 
ernor’s residence. 

For the illumination on the 
park they used all LED lights, 
which will reduce the elec¬ 
tricity consumption consider¬ 
ably.

But there was rare agreement 
between Russia and the Euro¬ 
pean Union on their reaction to 
the wave of protests.

Minister of Tourism, Otmar 
Oduber, in a recent press con¬ 
ference informed the press that 
due to the fact that the Baron 
Investment group did not com¬ 
ply with the financial aspects 
of their bid, a new Public Ten¬ 
der has been issued. The gov¬ 
ernment also refused to enter 
into another adventure with the 
other group who consistently 
want to extend dates without 
making firm commitments. 
Remarkably, the Bushiri Hotel 
complex has been defunct and 
now sitting in ruins for almost 
7 years! 

Ironically, it was back in 
1983 when there was serious 
consideration to demolish the 
Bushiri complex by the then 
coalition government. That 
same year they hired Tony 
Green, fresh out of university 
in the US to see what he could 
do with the Hotel School pro¬ 
gram at Bushiri. Green imme¬ 
diately hired and led a team of 
instructors and succeeded to 
keep the school intact. In less 
than two years, Tony Green 
travelled the Caribbean and 
succeeded in getting Caribbean 
governments to offer scholar¬ 
ships to their students from ac- 


cross the region and beyond to 
study at the Aruba school of 
hotel technology. Students 
came from every country in the 
region and from as far away as 
Canada, USA, India, Portugal, 
Sweden, Latin America, and 
others. By 1984, the first grad¬ 
uation of the very first group of 
Associate degree students, 
Green had convinced US and 
Dutch Universities to recog¬ 
nize and endorse the Bushiri 
Hotel School curriculum and to 
grant graduating students auto¬ 
matic transfers into these Uni¬ 
versities. Among those uni¬ 
versities were Florida Interna¬ 


tional University, University of 
Houston, Florida State Univer¬ 
sity, Emory Riddle University, 
Cornell University, University 
of New Orleans, Universty of 
Central Florida, New York In¬ 
stitute of Technology, Univer¬ 
sity of Northern Arizona, Hotel 
School Leeuwaarden, Hanze 
Hoge School, and several oth¬ 
ers. 

The Bushiri Hotel School 
curriculum was approved by 
all of these higher institutions 
of learning so much so that stu¬ 
dents graduating from the 
Aruba school were admitted 
into the Junior year of these 


renowned universities without 
any further testing or entrance 
exams. By any standard, Tony 
Green did a fantastic job of 
putting the Aruba school on the 
map and giving it prestige and 
far reaching influence in edu¬ 
cational circles worldwide. 

Ironically, when in 1994 the 
decision was being made to re¬ 
locate the school from the now 
defunct premises of the Bushiri 
Hotel, Green’s proposal to re¬ 
main at the Bushiri complex 
and turn the hotel section over 
to the school to operate, the 
then-government wanted to 
“behead” him for the very 
thought. Had they taken him 
up at his proposal we would 
not be where we are today with 
the ruins of what was a tremen¬ 
dous hotel and school project. 

The Aruba Parliament mo¬ 
tioned that within 6 months the 
government must present an 
option for the defunct prem¬ 
ises. Hence, the decision to 
offer a Public Tender. The gov¬ 
ernment is emphatic about not 
coming up with a new concept, 
they want to go back to the 
original concept... a hotel 
school training facility com¬ 
bined with a 4-star hotel with 


310 rooms. 

This means that everyone 
interested, including those who 
participated in past biddings, 
can submit a bid for this pro¬ 
ject. 

The Minister sees the po¬ 
tential for a cooperation, cola- 
boration of the Bushiri project 
with the EPI and the Univer¬ 
sity of Aruba, and the creation 
of possibilities for alternatives 
with the US or Europe (specif¬ 
ically Holland) for degrees that 
can be eared here in Aruba. 

The idea for this was also 
bom during the recent visit of 
the different ambassadors of 
the Dutch Kingdom, which 
was an initiative of the Prime 
Minister. During a presentation 
on tourism given to these am¬ 
bassadors, one of the points 
which was foremost for 100% 
of the ambassadors was, that 
Amba cannot export much, but 
that Aruba has proven herself 
in her hospitaliity, hence we 
should seriously consider ex¬ 
porting our knowledge of hos¬ 
pitality to the Caribbean, 
Central and South America.

A majority of the Dutch think 
Princess Maxima’s father 
should be present at her hus¬ 
band Crown Prince Willem- 
Alexander’s coronation, a 
survey suggests. 

Fifty-six percent of those 
surveyed are in favour and 38 
percent against Jorge Zorregui- 
eta’s attendance. Mr Zorregui- 
eta was deputy agriculture 
minister under Argentina’s 
Videla dictatorship in the late 
1970s, when thousands of peo¬ 
ple were tortured and killed 
during the country’s Dirty War. 

Labour, the Socialist Party 
and the Green Left party do not 
want Mr Zorreguieta to attend 
the ceremony. A debate on the 
matter, sixty percent of those 
surveyed say, only needs to be 
held in the run-up to the coro¬ 
nation. It is widely thought that 
Queen Beatrix will abdicate in 
favour of her son within the 
next few years. 

Mr Zorreguieta was not al¬ 
lowed to attend his daughter’s 
wedding in Amsterdam in 
2002. Though he has officially 
been reported to the Dutch po¬ 
lice, the government allows 
him to make regular private 
visits to the Netherlands. In 
Thursday’s parliamentary de¬ 
bate opposition MPs called on 
the government to make it 
plain Mr Zorreguieta was not 
welcome at the coronation.

This is exactly what the 
Bushiri Hotel School did from 
1983 to the moment it was 
closed....exported scores of 
young people to work in the 
hospitality industry around the 
globe. 

For example, in 1989, Tony 
Green convinced a hospitality 
class of the University of Ari¬ 
zona to come to Aruba and 
take a compressed semester of 
classes at the Bushiri Hotel 
School which was transferred 
to their curriculum for credit. 
The following year it was a 
group from Houston who did 
the same program. Hence, to 
go back to that concept after 
almost eight years is, indeed, 
noble and a wise move on the 
part of this government admin¬ 
istration. 

It is to be applauded that the 
government is intent on going 
back to that concept with the 


Bushiri Hotel premises. The 
difference with this new Public 
Tender, is that in the past they 
were asking for a sum of 
money for the purchase of the 
property.This is no longer the 
case. The concept has changed 
and the company who wins the 
bid is expected to invest in the 
future of our youth, in a train¬ 
ing center of the same value. 

Such a facility will become 
a center of training for EPI, the 
University of Aruba and poten¬

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On bus tour, Obama seizes 
on US discontent 


ASHEVILLE (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
sought to tap public discontent 
with big money elites yester¬ 
day as he kicked off a cam¬ 
paign-style bus tour to blame 
Republican obstructionism for 
the souring economy. 

Obama opened a three-day 
swing through North Carolina 
and Virginia as he struggles to 
maintain his standing with vot¬ 
ers over the economy, espe¬ 
cially in the two southern 
states he narrowly won in 
2008. 

The road trip comes with 
Obama's $447 billion jobs bill 
— touted by the White House 
as the best way to bring down 
the high 9.1 percent unemploy¬ 
ment rate — stuck in the Se¬ 
nate, where Republican law¬ 
makers have blocked a vote on 
the plan. 

"Maybe they cannot under¬ 
stand the whole thing a lot 
once," Obama said at the rally, 
to laughter. "We're going to 
break it into bite-size pieces so 
they can take a thoughtful ap¬ 
proach to this legislation." 

Democratic Senate Majo¬ 
rity Leader Harry Reid was ex¬ 
pected to announce that he will 
begin bringing parts of the le¬ 
gislation forward this week. 

Obama said a poll showed 
63 percent of Americans sup¬ 
port his bill but "100 percent of 
Republicans in the Senate 
voted against it. That doesn't 
make any sense, does it?" 

He said the Republican plan 
"says we should go back to the 
good old days before the finan¬ 


cial crisis when Wall Street 
was writing its own rules. 
They want to roll back all the 
reforms that we put into 
place." 

Ahead of the speech, White 
House officials drew a connec¬ 
tion between public frustrations 
on display in the spreading Wall 
Street protests and Republican 
efforts to roll back reforms of 
the financial community. 

"There is a link between 
two things," White House 
press secretary Jay Camey told 
reporters on the flight down to 
North Carolina. 

"One, the frustrations that 
regular folks — middle-class 
Americans feel about the state 
of the economy, the need for 
growth to improve, and cer¬ 
tainly the need for job creation 
to improve." 

"And there is a related frus¬ 
tration that a lot of Americans 
feel about the idea that Wall 
Street in the past played by dif¬ 
ferent rules than Main Street," 
he said. 

"Following on that, there is 
frustration now I believe with 
the efforts by some to roll back 
the protections the president 
fought so hard to put into place 
through the Wall Street reform 
act that was passed and signed 
into law." 

In the two key swing states, 
Obama will seek to reconfig¬ 
ure his 2008 coalition of young 
voters, educated middle-class 
voters and minorities for his 
bruising campaign to keep the 
White House for another four 
years.

Occupy Wall Street flexes muscles 
one month on 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Exactly 
a month after a few hundred 
anti-capitalism activists set up 
camp in New York, the Oc¬ 
cupy Wall Street movement 
has gone international and won 
the attention of the White 
House — even if no one knows 
where it will go next. 

Protesters sheltering under 
plastic tarps in the well organ¬ 
ized camp at Zuccotti Park, 
near Wall Street, began their 
second month yesterday with 
plans to follow up on big 
demonstrations that swept 
through the popular Times 
Square area over the weekend. 

They not only have set up 
all the basic needs of an open- 
air community — ranging from 
a cell phone charging station to 
a library — but are flush with 
$275,000 in donations, accor¬ 
ding to Darrell Prince, an or¬ 
ganizer at the protest's finance 
committee. 

The next major event could 
be on Saturday which will see 
a "National Day of Protest to 
Stop Police Brutality," accor¬ 


ding to the http://occupywallst. 
org/website. 

Defying expectations, the 
movement has already had a 
huge impact, spawning copy¬ 
cat demonstrations across the 
United States and Europe, all 
with the same underlying mes¬ 
sage of anger at economic dis¬ 
parities between the top one 
percent and the other 99 per¬ 
cent. 

Although their numbers are 
still relatively small — the 
biggest demonstration gath¬ 
ered between 10,000 and 
20,000 people — senior politi¬ 
cians are paying close attention 
as the 2012 presidential contest 
gathers pace. 

President Barack Obama has 
led Democrats in tentatively 
embracing the movement. 

The White House said an 
election campaign trip to North 
Carolina and Virginia this 
week would address the need 
"to ensure that the interests of 
the 99 percent of Americans is 
well represented" — a telling 
reference to the protesters' slo¬ 


gan. 

His spokesman Jay Camey 
told reporters yesterday: "The 
president has expressed an un¬ 
derstanding of the frustration 
that the demonstrations mani¬ 
fest and represent." 

On the other side, Republi¬ 
can presidential candidates 
have been scathing in their at¬ 
tacks on a group, signaling that 
it has at the least become too 
big to ignore. 

The latest boost for Occupy 
Wall Street came Saturday 
when Martin Luther King III, 
son of slain black civil rights 
leader Martin Luther King Jr, 
said at a new memorial in 
Washington that his father 
would have joined the protest. 

"We have bailed out the 
auto industry, and we should 
have. We bailed out Wall 
Street. Now it's time to bail out 
working Americans. That's 
what this is about," he said. 

"I believe that if my father 
was alive, he would be right 
here with all of us involved in 
this demonstration today."

US 

Catholics 
in Rome call 
for female 
ordination 

ROME (AFP) - A US Catholic 
association came to St Peter's 
Square in the Vatican yester¬ 
day to deliver an open letter 
with 15,000 signatures on it 
calling on Pope Benedict XVI 
to lift a ban on female priests. 

Around a dozen members 
of the "Women's Ordination 
Conference" group came to 
Rome with their petition, 
signed also by American priest 
Roy Bourgeois. 

"The Vatican's stance on or¬ 
dination is based on arguments 
that have been refuted time and 
again... Our Catholic tradition 
teaches that sexism is a sin and 
excluding women from the 
priesthood is sinful," the ap¬ 
peal said. 

Similar demands are com¬ 
mon among US and German 
Catholics, where there are 
many examples of women 
bishops and priests in Protes¬ 
tant churches. 

Pope Benedict XVI has said 
he will not allow the ordination 
of women due to Church tradi¬ 
tion and the fact that Jesus 
Christ's apostles were all men. 

The Vatican makes the 
point that some women do 
have positions of authority 
within the Church at the head 
of charitable associations or 
congregations but virtually all 
the senior Vatican posts are oc¬ 
cupied by men. 


Negotiators 
urge ETA 
to renounce 
arms 


SAN SEBASTIAN (AFP) - 
International negotiators yes¬ 
terday pressed the armed 
Basque separatist group ETA 
to make a historic declaration 
ending more than four decades 
of bombing and shooting. 

If ETA bows to the demand, 
as is increasingly anticipated, 
it would mark a historic end to 
its violent campaign for an in¬ 
dependent Basque homeland 
in northern Spain and south¬ 
western France. 

The band, listed as a terro¬ 
rist organisation by the Euro¬ 
pean Union and the United 
States, is blamed for the deaths 
of 829 people. 

Neither the Spanish govern¬ 
ment nor the outlawed ETA 
were at the conference but sen¬ 
ior officials widely predicted 
the talks would provide a face¬ 
saving formula for ETA to re¬ 
nounce violence for good. 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russian 
Prime Minister Vladimir Putin 
yesterday sought to defend his 
controversial plan to seek a 
third mandate as president, 
saying Russia needed stability 
and was only a few steps from 
a return to the collapse of the 
1990s. 

Putin's political opponents 


claim that "everything is so 
bad, that it could not get 
worse," the Russian leader said 
in televised remarks in a rare 
acknowledgement of public 
discontent. 

"Saying that things cannot 
get worse, I would be careful. 
It's enough to take two or three 
wrong steps and everything 


that was before could over¬ 
whelm us so quickly that we 
would not even have time to 
look around." 

"Everything here is tacked 
together, both in politics and in 
the economy," Putin said in a 
startling admission of the 
fragility of the stability that he 
prides himself on bringing to 


Russia since coming to power 
in 1999. 

He referred to the troubled 
North Caucasus, saying that 
"we still have many problems 
there," while admitting that 
Russia as a whole has prob¬ 
lems "with crime and terror¬ 
ism."

Dementia patient care getting special 
focus from caregivers 




On Aruba there are about 
16.000 persons living with 
some form of dementia. Re¬ 
portedly about 60 to 70% of 
dementia patients suffer from 
Alzheimer’s Disease. As is 
known, there is to date no cure 
for any form of dementia. The 
impact of this disease is devas¬ 
tating to the families and loved 
ones. The disease also puts a 
strain on the system of care 
and on the economy of our 
treatment facilities. 

Both the Minister of Social 
Affairs, Michelle Winklaar- 
Hooyboer and the Minister of 
Public Health, Richard Visser 
have placed this disease high 
on their agenda. They are 
aware of the drastic life 
changes that this disease brings 
for the family as well as for the 
person suffering from the dis¬ 
ease. 

The Ministers are also cog¬ 


nizant of the fact that each per¬ 
son with dimentia needs spe¬ 
cial care congruent to their 
special indivdual needs, situa¬ 
tion and background. This 
makes it imperative that these 
persons receive personalized 
care. 

Different organizations and 
institutions decided to come 
together to delineate a central¬ 
ized specialized platform for 
the care of these patients. The 
plaform will also focus on of- 
ferng better guidance and as¬ 
sistance to those caring for 
loved ones suffering from de¬ 
mentia at home. 

One of the goals of the uni¬ 
fied approach is to have better 
coordination of their work so 
they can achieve a better qual¬ 
ity of life for these patients 
whether they live at home or at 
a home for the elderly 

The government is intent on 


promoting early diagnosis and 
the correct type of care for 
these patients. The care, ac¬ 
cording to the government 
must be replete with much care 
and patience. 

It is exactly this that the 
unified platform seeks to pro¬ 
mote and foster. 

It has been observed that 
those caring for loved ones 
with dimentia at home lack in¬ 
formation and support. They 
obviously do not have the re¬ 
quired specialization for the re¬ 
quired care of these patients. 
Aruba, in general lacks more 
specialization in this area of 
care. 

Several organizations and 
institutions have united to work 
on a plan of action. The organ¬ 
izations and institutions work¬ 
ing together are: Funndacion 
CasMarie, Departament of So¬ 
cial Affairs, Fundacion Wit 
Gele Kruis (WGK), Dokters 
Association (HAVA) and 
Stichting Algemene Bejaarden- 
zorg Aruba (SABA). These 
have joined forces to work on a 
plan of action to come up with 
an official protocol. Fundacion 
Alzheimer was invited to form 
part of the platform. However, 
the board of this organization 
has not indicated as yet whether 
or not they will take an active 
part in the platform. 

Last Wednesday the Minis¬ 
ters received an interesting 
presentation from the members 
of the united platform. The ex¬ 
change of information and 
ideas is very important for the 
future care and guidance of di¬ 
mentia patients and their fami¬ 
lies. 

Dimentia is the name used 
for the group of diseases which 
affect the brain and causes the 
loss of memory and cognitive 
abilities. The loss of cognitive 
abilities makes it imperative 
for these persons to become 


dependent on others for their 
daily functioning. They need 
daily assistence with such 
things as bathing, eating, 
dressing and undressing, going 
to the bathroom, etc. 

There are different types of 
dimentia. On Aruba we tradi¬ 
tionally refer to dimentia as 
“verkalking.” Of late, we are 
making reference to 
Alzheimer’s Disease, although 
only 40% of the cases diag¬ 
nosed reveals that the persons 
have a form of dimentia but 
not Alzheimer’s Disease. 

Lewy Body Dimentia is a 
less known form of 
Alzheimer’s caused by protein 
deposits in the brain. 

Vasculaire Dimentia is the 
second most common form of 
dimentia which shows up in 
about 20% of dimentia cases. 
This form is caused by the clo¬ 
sure of arteries in the brain. 
Typically the patient with this 
form of dimentia will have had 
a history of high blood pres¬ 
sure (hypertention), diabietes 
or cardiovascular diseases, or 
who has had a cerebreal attack. 

According to the medical 
world, some of the causes of 
dementia is the abuse of alco¬ 
hol combined with poor nutir- 
tion, AIDS in its advanced 
stage, multiple sclorosis in its 
advanced stage, non-congenial 


cerebreal damage such as re¬ 
ceiving a forceful blow to the 
head during the practice of a 
sport like boxing, for example. 

The possibility for getting a 
form of dementia becomes 
greater every five years after 
65 years of age. The older a 
person is the greater the possi¬ 
bility for getting dementia. The 
possibility for getting dementia 
for those over 90 years of age, 
according to a Dutch report, is 
40% and only 2% of those 
with dementia are younger 
than 65 years of age.

Halley's Comet to Put on 
Meteor Show

—Next week or so before 
dawn, you might catch a view 
of some "cosmic litter" that 
has been left behind in space 
by Halley’s Comet: the Ori- 
onid meteor shower. 

The Orionids can best be 
described as a junior version of 
the famous Perseid meteor 
shower. This year's Orionids 
show is scheduled to reach its 
maximum before sunrise on 
the morning of Oct. 22. The 
meteors are known as "Orion¬ 
ids" because the fireballs seem 
to fan out from a region to the 
north of Orion's second bright¬ 
est star, ruddy Betelgeuse. 

Currently, Orion appears 
ahead of us in our journey 
around the sun. The constella¬ 
tion does not completely rise 
above the eastern horizon until 
after 11 p.m. local daylight 
time. At its best, several hours 
later around 5 a.m., Orion will 
be highest in the sky toward 
the south. 

The Orionids typically pro¬ 
duce around 20 to 25 meteors 
per hour under a clear, dark 
sky. Orionid meteors are nor¬ 
mally dim and not well seen 
from urban locations, so you'd 
do best to find a safe rural lo¬ 
cation to see the most Orionid 
activity. 

Orionid meteors will begin 
to increase noticeably around 
Oct. 17, when they'll start ap¬ 
pearing at about five per hour. 
After peaking on the morning

of Oct. 22, activity will begin 
to slowly descend, dropping 
back to around five per hour 
around Oct. 26. The last strag¬ 
glers usually appear sometime 
in early to mid- November. 

The best time to watch be¬ 
gins from 1 or 2 a.m. local 
daylight time, until around 
dawn, when the shower's point 
of origin (in Orion's upraised 
club, just north of the bright 
red star, Betelgeuse) is highest 
above the horizon. The higher 
this point, called the radiant, 
the more meteors appear all 
over the sky. 

The Orionids are one of 
just a handful of meteor show¬ 
ers that can be observed 
equally well from both the 
Northern and Southern hemi¬ 
spheres.

Disgraced Korean scientist unveils 
cloned coyotes 


SEOUL (AFP) - Disgraced 
South Korean stem cell scien¬ 
tist Hwang Woo-Suk unveiled 
eight cloned coyotes Monday 
in a project sponsored by a 
provincial government. 

Hwang delivered the 
clones to a wild animal shelter 


at Pyeongtaek, 50 kilometres 
(35 miles) south of Seoul, in a 
ceremony chaired by 
Gyeonggi province governor 
Kim Moon-Soo, Kim's office 
said. 

Hwang was a national hero 
until some of his research into 
creating human stem cells 
from a cloned embryo was 
found to be faked. 

But his work in creating 
Snuppy, the world's first 
cloned dog, in 2005 has been 
verified by experts and au¬ 
thorities. 

Under a joint project with 
the province to clone wild an¬ 
imals, Hwang took cells from 
the skin of a coyote, Kim's of¬ 
fice said in a statement. 

He transplanted their nu¬ 
clei into a dog's eggs from 
which the canine nucleus had 
been removed, it said, adding 
the first clone was born on 
June 17. 

In a Twitter message, the 
governor praised Hwang for 


what he called the world's first 
use of such a technique. "The 
cloning of an African wild dog 
is under way, and we will at¬ 
tempt to clone a mammoth in 
the future," Kim said. 

South Korean experts have 
previously cloned animals in¬ 
cluding a cow, a cat, dogs, a 
pig and a wolf. The cloned 
wolf died in 2009. 

Hwang shot to fame in 
2004 when he published a 
paper in the US journal Sci¬ 
ence claiming to have created 
the world's first stem-cell line 
from a cloned human embryo. 

But his reputation was tar¬ 
nished in November 2005 by 
allegations that he had vio¬ 
lated medical ethics by accept¬ 
ing human eggs from his own 
researchers. 

In January 2006 an inves¬ 
tigative team ruled that his 
findings were faked and said 
he had produced no stem cells 
of any kind. 


RIM's network services 
for the popular smartphone 
were down intermittently for 
up to three days last week in 
western Asia, the Middle 
East, Africa, Europe, and 
North and South America. 

RIM blamed the failure of 
a "core switch" at a facility in 
Europe as well as a backup 
mechanism for the initial 
problem, knocking out emails 
and messaging for users. 

The problems cascaded as 
emails backed up at the com¬ 
pany's server hubs. 

"We are grateful to our 
loyal BlackBerry customers 
for their patience," said RIM 
co-chief executive Mike 
Lazaridis in a statement. 


RIM has some 70 million 
BlackBerry subscribers 
worldwide, with many com¬ 
panies and governments de¬ 
pending on their networks 
and phones for internal com¬ 
munications. 

The company has faced 
challenges from other aggres¬ 
sive smartphone makers, es¬ 
pecially Apple's iPhone, 
though RIM's security-tight 
networks still remain pre¬ 
ferred by businesses. 

But Ian Lee, a professor at 
the Sprott School of Business 
at Carleton University, 
warned last week that busi¬ 
ness users could flee Black¬ 
Berry if these are seen as no 
longer reliable. 

"These meltdowns are 
just the worst thing you can 
do in the corporate world be¬ 
cause businessmen expect re¬ 
liability," he said. "They don't 
want excuses." 

"Their competitive 
strength has been in the cor¬ 
porate market, or enterprise 
market, and such outages are 
causing these customers to 
take a second look at com¬ 
petitors.

It is no secret that the princi¬ 
pal economic pillar of Aruba 
is its tourism industry; it has 
been a leader in the Ca¬ 
ribbean in cultivating its 
tourist product since acquir¬ 
ing autonomous rule in 1986. 
However, two decades after 
setting down this path, local 
economists, businessmen, so¬ 
ciologists and legislators as 
well as informed citizen 
agree: the island and in¬ 
vestors must look towards di¬ 
versifying the economy for 
Aruba to attain “sustainabi¬ 
lity.” Or, in simpler terms, we 
must “stop putting all our 
eggs in one basket.” 

People talk and agree, but 
what is done? New restau¬ 
rants open, new clubs, sou¬ 
venir shops, designer clo 
thing stores, jewelry stores... 
you name it, Aruba has it, not 
only in abundance, but over 
abundance. Few have had the 
foresight and determination 
to stand alone against all ad¬ 
vice of “oh that simply can’t 
be done-it has never worked 
before,” to take the plunge 
and make the investment to 
establish an industry that was

considered impossible for 
Aruba. 

One daring individual that 
has done it successfully is 
Carlos Maduro with his fam¬ 
ily, well established business 
operators of Office Systems. 
After decades of importing 
fine quality European office 
furniture and accoutrements, 
he examined the costs for im¬ 
porting: European labor, ex¬ 
travagant freight charges for 
completed furniture, which is 
bulky, and the high duties on 
the cost of a completed item. 
Importing raw materials is far 
less expensive, and after 
making the decision to invest 
in the equipment for the task, 
decided to begin ma¬ 
nufacturing their own office 
furniture to specific needs, 
while maintaining the high 
quality of the best European 
brands. 

This daring venture and 
Carlos’ experiences in seeing 
it become viable was a fea¬ 
tured focus of the National 
Counsel for Innovation and 
Competitive (NCIC) Summit 
earlier this year, where is¬ 
landers were challenged to 
“Rethink and question the ex¬ 
isting industries and 
processes.” 

Carlos reports that it was 
after 20 years of successfully 
importing European office 
equipment and being a prin¬ 
cipal supplier to corporate 
clients on the island that the 
first “monkey wrenches” 
began being tossed into this 
smooth running machine, for¬ 
cing Office Systems to think 
innovatively and competi¬ 
tively.” 

The weakening of the dol¬ 
lar, to which Aruban florins is 


connected, compared to 
Euros, drove the prices of the 
imports sky-high. World 
events, such as 9/11, the “oil 
crisis” and the rising cost of 
transport fuel, and finally, the 
2008 global financial melt¬ 
down, all took their toll. Of¬ 
fice Systems decided to 
pursue establishing a manu¬ 
facturing plant soon after 
9/11, and started turning out 
their first efforts as far back 
as 2002, with an end product 
substantially discounted over 
imported European office 
furniture. 

More than producing a 
cheaper product, they were 
providing jobs and training 
for alternative work to 
tourism, as not every young 
Aruban necessarily wishes to 
make a career in that field. 
Aruba has an entry level vo¬ 
cational school offering ap¬ 
prentice level papers in 
carpentry and machinists 
upon graduation, but Carlos 
reports the techniques taught 
are directed towards more 
traditional methods of con¬ 
struction, and he found many 
of the young people he spoke 
to were bored with this direc¬ 
tion of education. These 
fledgling carpenters are now 
learning the state of the art 
technologies used in manu¬ 
facturing, much of it deploy¬ 
ing computers, and he finds 
they are responding to this 
expanded job training with 
great enthusiasm and pride in 
their finished product. 

The story of Carlos 
Maduro and Office Systems 
is an inspiration to investors 
and legislators wishing to ex¬ 
pand Aruba’s horizons and 
diversify its economy, attain¬ 
ing that ideal “developmental 
sustainability” which is so 
often a topic of speeches and 
discussions these past few 
years. Economist Dr. Ryan 
Peterson, Chairman of the 
NCIC certainly thought so 
having Carlos as one of the 
keynote speakers at the sum¬ 
mit ... actually “saving the 
best for last,” in showing it is 
not only a theory, but can be 
done. 

The story of this success 
will be continuing, as it is an 
involved and educational ex¬ 
ample for overcoming the 
many obstacles encountered 
along the way; stay tuned.

Germany dampens expectations 
ahead of EU summit 


BERLIN (AFP) - Berlin damp¬ 
ened expectations yesterday 
that an upcoming EU summit 
will finally force the debt crisis 
genie back into its bottle, amid 
warnings that market instabi¬ 
lity is damaging the real econ¬ 
omy. 

Financial markets and the 
euro both rallied early yester¬ 
day on optimism that Euro¬ 
pean Union leaders were set to 
hammer out a final deal to res¬ 
cue debt-laden Greece from 
bankruptcy in Brussels on 
Sunday. 

But comments by German 
Finance Minister Wolfgang 
Schaeuble and Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel's top spokesman, 


Steffan Seibert, gave the mar¬ 
kets a cold shower. 

Speaking in Duesseldorf, 
Schaeuble said that while EU 
leaders were set to "provide 
cover for uncertainty in finan¬ 
cial markets", a permanent so¬ 
lution was unlikely to arise out 
of Sunday's summit. 

He also warned that mar¬ 
kets must rapidly stabilize if 
Europe were to avoid damage 
to its real economy. 

EU leaders are likely to 
agree on forcing banks to 
recapitilize as part of a com¬ 
prehensive package to fight the 
growing debt crisis which is 
undermining the stability of 
the euro.

Chinese wine students are boon for Bordeaux 



BORDEAUX (AFP) - One of 
France’s oldest oenology 
schools, La Tour Blanche, is 
fighting falling enrolment 
through a tie-up with a Beijing 
wine school, the latest in a 
string of Bordeaux institutes to 
look East for their future. 

The wine school, which just 
turned 100, today teaches the 
ropes of the trade to 150 stu¬ 
dents in the Tour Blanche es¬ 
tate in Sauternes, near the 
southwestern French wine cap¬ 
ital of Bordeaux. 

The China scheme will 
bring 25 extra students into the 
classrooms in 2013, and 50 in 
2014, offering them twin train¬ 
ing in wine and food pairing. 

At a time of falling enrol¬ 
ment, the numbers are "signi¬ 
ficant,” said Alex Barrau, 
director of La Tour Blanche 
School of Viticulture and 
Oenology. 

"We’ve seen a diminishing 
number of students in France 
who sign up in viticulture 
schools," he said. "If you look 
beyond the classified growth 
estates, a lot of wine growers 
are suffering. The recovery 
from the crisis has not been 
quick. Students don't see a fu¬ 
ture in the profession." 

For La Tour Blanche, the 
scheme is also a way to spur 


sales of Sauternes, a sweet 
white wine made from grapes 
affected by noble rot that was 
once coveted by tsars but is 
often overlooked by today's 
consumers. 

"The Chinese wine market 
is full development, but sweet 
wines are not really present in 
the market. For us this is also 
a way to give them more visi¬ 
bility," said Barrau. 

"The students will get a 
general wine education, but 
geographically, there will be 
an accent on sweet wine." 

China is now Bordeaux's 
largest export client, and ana¬ 
lysts at the London-based In¬ 
ternational Wine and Spirit 
Research recently predicted 
China will outdrink the United 
States to become the world's 
thirstiest nation within 20 
years. 

"Day after day, month after 
month, more people are inter¬ 
ested in wine in China, and 
more people are working in the 
wine trade," explained Herve 
Remaud, wine chair at Bor¬ 
deaux Management School 
(BEM). 

This rapid expansion creates 
a demand for wine education, 
and Bordeaux's wine schools 
hope to provide that training.

"Eight years ago, one per¬ 
cent of our students were Chi¬ 
nese, today it's 10 percent and 
it's growing. If we wanted it to 
be, it could be 50 percent," said 
said Claire Dawson, spokes¬ 
person for INSEEC business 
school, which is also working 
to attract Chinese students. 

Chinese would-be wine 
professionals, be they somme¬ 
liers or traders, are attracted by 
the teaching on offer, she says, 
but also by the prospect of 
building a network of wine in¬ 
dustry contacts in the Bor¬ 
deaux region. A similar trend 
can be found on the Chartrons 
quay in Bordeaux's historical 
wine district at Cafa Forma¬ 
tions where half of the students 
are now Chinese. 

Cafa's success is such that 
they have a school in Beijing, 
a partnership with another 
school in the northern city of 
Xian, and run on-the-road in¬ 
tensive training programs in 15 
Chinese cities. 

"This year we have begun 
training teachers in France, 
who will then become instruc¬ 
tors for us in China," said 
Franck Chausse, head of stu¬ 
dies at Cafa. 

Bordeaux' different wine 
schools have each developed 


specialty areas, with Cafa, for 
instance, putting the focus on 
the product. 

"We teach them about ter- 
roir, what wine is and how to 
choose one cabernet sauvi- 
gnon from another," said 
Cafa's director Patrick Portier. 

The city's BEM school, 
meanwhile, is more turned to¬ 
wards marketing, offering a 
wine and spirits MBA with 
residency programs in Ade¬ 
laide, Sonoma in California, 
Bordeaux, and Hong Kong, 
the hub of Asian wine trading. 

"Chinese students enrolled 
in the Wine MBA who already 
work can't get much vacation 
during the year, so we created 
this partnership," said Remaud 
of the program launched in 
2010 at Hong Kong Univer¬ 
sity's School of Professional 
and Continuing Education. "It's 
much easier for them to do the 
MBA in Hong Kong." 

The Hong Kong students 
are both people in the wine 
trade and professionals looking 
to switch careers. 

"Their knowledge levels 
vary, as does their interest in 
wine — some prioritise the 
business side, some the wine 
side," said Richard Bampfield, 
a Master of Wine and lecturer 
at BEM in Hong Kong.

BEM is strengthening its 
program in Asia by exploring 
distance learning for mainland 
Chinese and offering joint on¬ 
line learning sessions between 
the Bordeaux and Hong Kong 
students from next January. 

"One common theme, as it 
has been in nearly all the Chi¬ 
nese I have met, is their enthu¬ 
siasm — their thirst for 
knowledge and desire to im¬ 
prove themselves is fantastic," 
said Bampfield.

49ers end Lions' unbeaten run 


DETROIT (AFP) - Alex 
Smith connected with Delanie 
Walker for a fourth-down 
scoring pass with less than 
two minutes left to lift San 
Francisco to a 25-19 win over 
previously unbeaten Detroit in 
the NFL on Sunday. 

The six-yard touchdown 
toss stood up after a video re¬ 
view, and Detroit could not get 
a first down against the deter¬ 
mined 49ers defense as they 
tried desperately but in vain to 
respond. 

San Francisco and the 
Lions are the surprise teams of 
the season, and their marquee 
match-up was a back-and- 
forth battle. 

The 49ers overcame a 19- 
15 fourth-quarter deficit as 
well as a season-high 15 
penalties in front of an incred¬ 
ibly loud Detroit crowd of 
62,061. 

They will take their first 
four-game winning streak 
since 2001 into their bye week. 

The exciting contest fea¬ 
tured five lead changes, but 
the action was almost over¬ 
shadowed by an odd squabble 
between the opposing coaches 
after it ended. 

Niners coach Jim Har- 
baugh and Lions coach Jim 
Schwartz had to be separated 
by players, security and public 
relations officials after their 
post-game hand-shake de¬ 
volved into a near fight. 

Harbaugh accepted the 
blame for what he called "kind 
of a slap-grab handshake". 

Schwartz said Harbaugh 
yelled an expletive in his ear. 

"I think there's a protocol 
that goes with this league," 
said an indignant Schwartz, 
who pursued Harbaugh as he 
walked away and purposely 
bumped into him. 

With the Lions' defeat, 
Super Bowl champions Green 
Bay remained the league's only 
unbeaten team, notching a 24-3

New England's superstar 
quarterback Tom Brady rallied 
the Patriots to a 20-16 victory 
over Dallas, completing an 
eight-yard touchdown pass to 
Aaron Hernandez with 22 sec¬ 
onds remaining. 

In Oakland, Jacoby Ford 
returned a kickoff 101 yards 
and Kevin Boss caught a 35- 
yard touchdown pass on a fake 
field goal to lead the Raiders 
to a 24-17 victory over Cleve¬ 
land in their first home game 
since the death of owner A1 
Davis. 

Amid moving ceremonies 
to honor Davis, a sour note 
was sounded as Raiders quar¬ 
terback Jason Campbell broke 
his right collarbone when he 
landed hard on his shoulder on 
a hit from two Cleveland de¬ 
fenders. 

In other games, Baltimore 
beat Houston 29-14, Atlanta 
defeated Carolina 31-17, 
Chicago beat Minnesota 39-10 
and Pittsburgh downed Jack¬ 


sonville 17-13. 

The New York Giants 
edged the Buffalo Bills 27-24 
and Tampa Bay defeated New 
Orleans 26-20, snapping the 
Saints' four-game winning 
streak. 

It was an especially painful 
loss for Saints coach Sean 
Payton, who suffered a torn 
ligament and broken bone in 
his left leg when a player fell 
on him on the sideline. 

Michael Vick threw for 237 
yards and a touchdown and 



Kurt Coleman grabbed three 
interceptions for Philadelphia 
in a 20-13 victory over Wash¬ 
ington. 

Cincinnati's Nate Clements 
blocked a late field goal at¬

MILWAUKEE (AFP) - The St. 
Louis Cardinals beat the Mil¬ 
waukee Brewers 12-6 on Sun¬ 
day to wrap up a four games to 
two victory in the National 
League Championship Series 
and book an unlikely World 
Series berth. 

The Cardinals will face the 
American League champion 
Texas Rangers in the World 
Series, which will start on 
Wednesday in St. Louis. 

They seemed like unlikely 
contenders for Major League 
Baseball’s crown when they 
trailed in the wild card race by 
10 1/2 games on August 25. 

They didn't book their play¬ 
off berth until the final day of 
the regular season, and with 
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the aid of an epic September 
collapse by Atlanta. 

Now, however, the Cardi¬ 
nals have a chance to claim a 
second title in six seasons. 

"Well, it was crazy," out¬ 
fielder Matt Holliday said. 
"We had a lot of adversity, but 
we found a way." 

David Freese hit an early 
three-run homer for St. Louis 
and the Cardinals' relief pitch¬ 
ers delivered another stellar 
performance. 

Freese, a St. Louis native, 
was named Most Valuable 
Player of the series. 

The 2 8-year-old third base- 
man, who takes a 10-game 
post-season hitting streak into 
the World Series, went 3 for 4 
on Sunday with his three-run 
homer keying the Cardinals' 
four-run first inning. 

It was his third home run of 
the series to go with three dou¬ 
bles and nine RBIs. 

Rafael Furcal and Albert 
Pujols hit solo homers off 
Chris Narveson and St. Louis 
built a 9-4 lead by the time the 
bullpen took over for starting 
pitcher Edwin Jackson in the 
third inning. 

St. Louis relievers Fer¬ 
nando Salas, Marc Rzepczyn- 
ski, Octavio Dotel, Lance 
Lynn and Jason Motte gave up 
just two runs over the last 
seven innings. 

As he accepted his MVP 
award, Freese acknowledged 
the key role of the relievers. 

"I wish we could make 
eight or nine of these and give 
them to our bullpen," he said 
of the award. "They're the rea¬ 


son why we won this series." 

The Cardinals got a scare in 
the fifth inning when Pujols 
appeared shaken up after he 
fell hard in a close play to tag 
out Braun at first base. 

He was slow to rise, but 
stayed in the game. 

It was a disappointing end 
to the season for the National 
League Central division cham¬ 
pion Brewers, who with the 
help of sluggers Prince Fielder 
and Ryan Braun had finished 
with a club record 96 wins. 

The Brewers were baseball's 
best home team in the regular 
season, but their poise slipped 
and they lost twice at home in 
the series against St. Louis. 

Corey Hart, Rickie Weeks 
and Jonathan Lucroy all home- 
red for the Brewers, but Mil¬ 
waukee's effort was hindered 
by defensive miscues. 

The Brewers committed 
four errors in a 7-1 loss in 
game five and added three 
more on Sunday. 

"You can't get away with 
mistakes to them and we made 
way too many mistakes," 
Brewers manager Ron 
Roenicke said.

LOS ANGELES(AFP) - A di¬ 
vorce settlement between 
Frank and Jamie McCourt will 
give him ownership of the Los 
Angeles Dodgers while she 
will receive about $130 mil¬ 
lion, the Los Angeles Times 
reported on Monday. 

In what could be the costli¬ 
est divorce in California his¬ 
tory, the newspaper cited 
anonymous sources familiar 
with the agreement, saying the 


settlement had yet to be final¬ 
ized. 

The move would help Mc- 
Court's plan to keep control of 
the Major League Baseball 
club by selling team television 
rights in US Bankruptcy Court 
and set the stage for a court 
fight with Major League Base¬ 
ball commissioner Bud Selig. 

A hearing on the matter is 
set for Wednesday in a 
Delaware bankruptcy court. 

Selig wants judge Kevin 
Gross to order a sale of the 
Dodgers while McCourt wants 
the judge to deny that request 
and allow an auction of TV 
rights to allow him to retain 
control of the team. 

McCourt would also have 
had to triumph in court over 
his ex-wife on the issue of 
community property without 
the settlement. 


Selig is pushing his case by 
saying any loss of income for 
the team as a result of televi¬ 
sion rights revenues being 
taken from the team to settle 
McCourt's divorce obligations 
would do great harm to the 
club. 

A prior settlement deal be¬ 
tween the McCourts was scut¬ 
tled in June after Selig 
objected to almost half of a 
$385 million television rights 
payment being diverted from 
the club to settle the divorce 
payout. 

Frank McCourt followed 
that move by taking the 
Dodgers into bankruptcy. 

The McCourts took over 
the Dodgers in 2004 and 
reached the playoffs four times 
in six seasons but have missed 
the playoffs the past two sea¬ 
sons since the couple's separa¬ 
tion.

Dan Wheldon dies in fiery IndyCar crash 



LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Two- 
time Indianapolis 500 winner 
Dan Wheldon died Sunday in 
a horrific 15-car crash that cat¬ 
apulted the Englishman’s car 


into the air and into a fence at 
the Las Vegas 300 IndyCar se¬ 
ries finale. 

Wheldon, 33, died from in¬ 
juries sustained in the fiery 


pile-up, in which several cars 
were sent flying while others 
careered down the track in 
flames to litter the track with 
smoking debris. 

"IndyCar is very sad to an¬ 
nounce that Dan Wheldon has 
passed away from unsurviv- 
able injuries," IndyCar chief 
executive Randy Bernard said. 
"Our thoughts and prayers are 
with his family today." 

Wheldon’s fellow drivers 
had been told of his death 
shortly before Bernard made 
his announcement. 

Bernard said IndyCar driv¬ 
ers and owners together opted 
not to resume the race. 

Wheldon's fellow pilots de¬ 
cided to drive a five-lap salute 
in his honor — many of them 
weeping as they completed the 
solemn gesture with Whel¬ 


don's number 77 the only one 
blazing on the scoreboard 
tower. 

The chaos started at Turn 2 
of the 1.5-mile (2.4-kilometer) 
Las Vegas Motor Speedway 
oval on the 12th lap of the race. 

The chain reaction ap¬ 
peared to begin when Wade 
Cunningham's car swerved 
and J.R. Hildebrand clipped 
him. Hildebrand went airborne 
while Cunningham went into 
the wall. 

Wheldon, traveling behind 
the cars that initiated the crash, 
couldn't avoid the mayhem. 

Wheldon, who moved to 
the United States in 1999, got 
his first IndyCar series ride in 
2002 and his first victory the 
next season. 

In 2005, he became the first 
Englishman since the great 


Graham Hill in 1966 to win 
the Indianapolis 500. 

Meanwhile British Formula 
One world champions Jenson 
Button and Lewis Hamilton 
lead the tributes on Monday to 
the fellow Brit Wheldon. 

Button, the 2009 Formula 
One world champion, posted 
his condolences on Twitter. 

"Just woken up to the most 
horrific news... Dan Wheldon 
RIP. 

Hamilton,Button's 
McLaren Mercedes teammate, 
also spoke fondly of Wheldon, 
who leaves behind a wife and 
two young children. 

Other drivers and sports 
stars also paid their respect via 
Twitter after the accident.
